THE LEGEND 

The legend as handed down through the generations of 
the FAGALY/FAGLEY families is thus: 

"The Duke (of Wurttemberg) had commissioned the 
youthful artist (George Mathias VOGELE), to paint the por- 



trait of his beautiful young daughter (Rosalia Eberhardia). 
During this time, as the painting progressed, the two fell in 
love, and finally ran off and were married. The enraged, 
royal father never forgave his erring daughter." 

Since we do not have records to substantiate this, we can 
only state the legend as it has been told and retold the facts 
as they have been found and the reader can draw his own 
conclusion. 
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One of the facts that we know, is that George Mathias 
FAGALY was a goldsmith (or silversmith) in America, an 
artist in this profession. To be proficient in this craft, the 
ability to create was in his blood and only an artist had that 
ability .So, was George Mathias VOGELE, the artist??? 

Was Rosalia Eberhardia the royal princess??? 

Rosalia Eberhardia did not talk of her life in Germany, a 
fact that did not go unnoticed by her family. Upon coming 
to America, she never used her name of Rosalia, but, 
preferred that of Sarah. And any documents to be found in 
this country refer to her as "Sarah." 

They came to America at that time that Germany was 
overrun with wars and the Holy Roman Empire was 
dissolved by Napoleon. 



Who Ruled Wurttemberg in those days??? 
Comments and Notes Researched by Herman E. 
FAGALY of Bethel, Ohio 

Duke Charles Alexander died in 1737. 

Duke Charles Eugene was Duke from 1737 to 1793. He 
married Elizabeth Frederica in 1748. She had a title of some 
sort. Since Rosalia was born in 1774 we cannot rule out this 
couple. 

Duke Ludwig Eugene was Duke from 1793 to 1795. He 
was a brother to Charles Eugene. We have no record of his 
children. 

Duke Frederick Eugene was "Duke" from 1795 to 1797. 
He married the Princess of Montebelaird and probably lived 
in her castle over the border from Wurttemberg. 

Frederick Eugene sided with Austria in the early wars of 
the conflict with France. He lost out in 1796, when Napo- 
leon invaded them and took French property. Napoleon 
made up for the loss when Frederica William Charles joined 
Napoleon. At about the same time as Waterloo, William 
Charles changed sides again. He ruled from 1797 to 1805. 

Frederick Eugene had several sons: 

b. 1758 - Ludwig Eugene 

b. 1761 -William 

b. 1763 - Ferdinand 

b. 1772 -Henry 

and a daughter Dorothy (d. 1801) became the "Czarina" 
of Russia. 

This Frederick William Charles was made King of 
Wurttemberg by Napoleon in 1806 and he died in 1816. He 
was the father of William I, King from 1816 to 1864. 

The next king was Charles I, from 1864 to 1891, 
followed by William II, King from 1891 to 1918, when 
Wurttemberg ceased to have a king. 

Who? Then could Rosalia really be related to? 



By looking at some subtle evidence, I would say she 
was possibly a sister of Frederick William Charles, It could 
well be this man who is the mysterious father of Wilhelmina 
Frederica Rosalia. At the same time, he could also be a 
brother (or possibly half brother) to Rosalia. It is the 
Wilhelmina clan that had perpetuated the "sister of the king" 
relationship. Rosalia would have been the sister of the 
ruling Duke while she lived there, but after her arrival in 
America, and the Duke was given the rank of "King" she 
would be a "sister of the King." She certainly was born in a 
year that was compatable with the births of the sons of 
Frederick Eugene. It is possibly that she was in some way 
entitled to the throne, had the right circumstances happened. 

Just why Rosalia and George left Wurttemberg, is a 
good question. Part of the family felt it was because of 
Rosalia's distaste for war and did not want her sons 
involved in the conflict. Others have said it was brought 
about by Rosalia's father's displeasure that she married 
"beneath her." Some say she eloped with the charming 
painter who was working on her portrait. 

I am inclined to think that it may be parts of all the 
above reasons, but I am also inclined to think that Rosalia 
may have been a problem to the Duke whether she knew too 
much or wanted more than he was willing to give her, or 
whatever. I really think that the fact that Rosalia and 
George's having money with which to purchase property 
and raise a large family and that they were not the average 
German immigrant of the time, he Duke may well have 
given them money and told them to "be off and out from 
under foot. After all, he did want to protect his own 
interests, too. 

The fact that Lewis FAGALY's descendants say that 
Lewis was born in the castle at Stuttgart, is probably a hint 
that if not related, directly to the Duke, they certainly must 
have been living close to the Duke. There were "court 
musicians" "court artisans" of all sorts, as well as body 
guards and the like. 

I suspect that Rosalia's dominant personality, made her 
want to control things about her. No "brother" would take 
this in those days. We know, from the many tales, that were 
handed down to us, that Rosalia was a manager, a 
determined person and a strong leader. She not only raised 
her family, alone, after the death of George, but saw to it 
that they were brought up "Properly." She helped to start the 
first Church in the community and with her boys helped to 
build the first building. Rosalia may have been short (and 
round, in later life) but mighty. 

We may never, ever get the whole story of Rosalia's life 
in Wurttemberg. For, if the Duke was crafty enough, it 
would be an easy matter to register Rosalia's birth under 
names of commoners. This would be especially desirable if 
Rosalia were only half sister to the Duke and the Royal 
family wanted to have some things "quiet." One thing is 
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sure, there were odd implications involved in the life of 
Rosalia and George. 

If Lewis was born in the castle at Stuttgart, this implies 
that the family was still living under the shadow of the 
Duke and that in all probability the births of the other chil- 
dren born in Europe were simply not recorded in the usual 
manner. How they escaped the customary baptisms, is some 
what a problem. Perhaps this answer lies in-the ashes of the 
bombings, of the 1940's. 

In 1805, when Lewis was 2-1/2 years old, the family 
packed up and headed for America. They arrived in August 
of that year and according to some of the family spent a part 
of their time in the Baltimore area. From there, they made 
their way to Cincinnati, arriving in Ohio, at least by the time 
of Emanuel's birth in 1809. 

The years between 1809 and 1814 are "hidden."perhaps 
the mere fact of making a living in the wilderness, for a 
family so large, was enough to occupy the minds of the en- 
tire group. I am wondering if it was that hard life that took 
its "tole" on George so that he died in 1816, after he had 
barely settled his family into some sort of normal family life 
in their chosen city. 

Isn 't it strange that George and the Duke/King died the 
same year!!!! 

From Notes and comments by Richard M. Fagley of 
Chippaqua, New York in 1977: 

"The House of Wurttemburg" 

(Based mainly on the Encyclopedia Brittanica) 

The family's first known name was von Beutelsbach lit- 
erally translation of Pouch-brook, possibly the name of a 
fortified settlement and was first mentioned c. 1080. 

The ancestral castle of this family, to use the spelling 
since 1 806, was called Wurttemberg, a castle near a village, 
called Rothenberg, not far from Stuttgart; not the better 
known Rothenburg or Rottenburg, which I find on the 
maps, an account of this family, Conrad von Beutelsbach, 
ca. the middle of the 1200's, decided to change the family 
name to von Wurttemberg, after the ancestral castle (Just as 
George V, did, changing his family name to Windsor, after 
that castle). 

And so at the end of Hohenstaufen rule in S W Germany, 
a considerable part of Swabia fell to Conrad von Wurttem- 
berg. He and various aggressive successors enlarged the do- 
main and in 1485, the country became a Dutchy, under 
Duke Eberhard von Wurttemberg. An earlier Eberhard had 
moved his residence to Stuttgart, from the old castle before 
1325. Gradually, the name of the family was used to desig- 
nate the region ruled. 

Although the headstrong Dukes lost their Dutchy, sever- 
al times, they had good recuperative powers (as well as luck 



in producing male progeny). For instance, Duke Ulrich I, 
who lost his dutchy for mistreating his high-born wife, got it 
back again by turning Protestant and enlisting the help of 
some of the Protestant princes (1534). 

If the family legend is true and Rosalia VOGELE was 
born apparently in 1774, as Rosalia von Wurttemberg, then 
it seems to me, that Duke Frederick Eugene (1795-7) was 
probably her father, at least it's a nice idea, since he appears 
to have been more of a person, than his brothers, Charles 
Eugene (1741-93) a high handed spendthrift, unpopular 
with his Protestant subjects and Louis Eugene (1793-5), 
who only gets a line of type, nor his brother Frederick II, 
who sacrificed 15,000 men to Napoleon's Russian invasion. 

The reference to DILKER and notes about Stuttgart ref- 
erence to TILGER go well together. TILGER, was presum- 
ably the name Rosalia went by. In German, it means "one 
who pays a debt or redeems a promise." Either she was a 
TILGER or they agreed to give her their name. 

As for Sarah (Sara in German), it could well have been 
one of her names, titled people usually had several. Another 
possible comes from the meaning of Sarah "princess" it 
could have been an internal family name, they decided to 
use as the Christian name, with few knowing the Hebrew 
meaning. 

I notice that Uncle Will said George M. grew up in 
Rothenberg, near Stuttgart. This is the village which was the 
original seat and estate of the von Beutelsberg von 
Wurttemberg family. It could well have been the residence 
of Frederick Eugene during his brother's long reign, since 
he was second in line for the throne and the only one with 
living children. If George and Rosalia grew up in Rothen- 
burg, the ensuing events would be easily explained. 

The point about evidence that the couple had consider- 
able funds, seems to me, well taken. Bringing a family from 
Germany, taking care of a growing family for over a decade, 
and owning a house big enough for a public funeral, as well 
as the first service for a new UB Church, plus lands outside 
of Cincinnati, all connected considerable funds for the time. 



An interview of a granddaughter of Rosalia Evalina 
McHENRY, reveals these facts of Rosalia Eberhardia 
FAGALY reveals these facts of her. 

The questions put to Rosalia Fagaly McHNERY (6-1), 
by her granddaughter Grace FICKEN (6-37): 

My father, Lewis FAGALY's mother was Rosalia 
Eberhardia TILGER. George Mathias FAGALY was a 
goldsmith. 

The discription of Rosalia Eberhardia, mother of Lewis: 
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"When I knew her, she was a fleshy old lady and wore 
caps made of white net, with lace pleated all around. She 
was an intelligent lady. After Father was gone, I heard of 
her belonging to the royal family. 

In what year did they come to America? 

"In 1 804. Father was two years old. They were a long 
time coming over. And they buried a little boy at sea." 

What did her husband do in this country? 

"He was a goldsmith or jeweler, if you like that better." 

Did she ever express a wish to return to Germany? 

"I never knew her to." 

Can you remember that she was possessed of any 
belongings that would indicate her former royal state? 

"I never heard about the royal family until after the 
death of father." 

What was your age at the time you knew her ? 

"I was about six or seven years old. We lived in 
Cincinnati and she lived fourteen miles out from Cincinnati 
and I did not get to see her until I was about that age. 



The county of Wurttemburg was ruled by Dukes, until 
after George and Rosalia left in 1804. So, whether this 
legend is true, is for the reader to decide. 

One of the facts of the legend that is true, as we know it 
is that Rosalia and George "lived happily ever after."

In Ludwigsburg (where the residence of the Dukes of 
Wurttemberg was; several times in the eighteenth century), 
is the information about David VOEGELE, rider of the 
horse guard and his wife Judith SCHULTHEISS. 

Possibly, the family tradition that the American 
immigrant, George Matthaus, son of the above David was 
born in a castle, has a ring of truth. 

The children of David, were probably all born near the 
castle, in the barracks, where the father lived as a soldier.

Little is known of his childhood, other than his father 
was a rider of the horseguard, apparantly in the employ of 
the Duke of Wurttemburg, who had his residence there. He 
did not follow his father's footsteps as a horseman,for the 
later records give his occupation as that of a goldsmith. 
Therefore, he apparantly was apprenticed out to learn his 
trade.

In 1 804, a decision was made to take the little family of 
George Matthaus and Rosalia to America and their arrival 
can be found in "The Pennsylvania Archives, Volume II, p. 
162 by R. B. Strassberger and W. J. Hinke: 

They arrived on the flagship "Margaret," and the father, 
qualified in Philadelphia, August 26th, 1805, and gave their 
origin as Wurttemberg, his occupation, that of a "goldsmith" 
and his appearance being "tall and dark," his age 36 and was 
accompanied by his family:

Wilhelmina 12 

Hendrich 10 

Godlieb 8 

Johan 6 

Louis 2-/4 

A son, named Thomas Jefferson was born on board ship, 
but died soon after and was buried at sea. 

It is said that he settled for a while in Baltimore and we 
know that a son was born in Maryland, but by 1 809 George 
had his family life, in Ohio, where he lived the remainder of 
his life dying in Cincinnati on March 4, 1816. The 
invitation to his funeral (used at that time), reads: 

"The citizens of Cincinnati are invited To attend the 
funeral of Mr. George FAGALY, at his late dwelling at Fifth 
street, near the Friends Meeting House at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon, Tuesday, Mar. 5, 1816 Funeral discourse will be 
delivered by the Rev. Mr. William LAMBDEN." 

George FAGELY's will was probated at the March term 
of the Court of Common Pleas, of Hamilton County, Ohio, 
dated March 3, 1816, Cincinnati (names widow Sarah) 

"I, George FAGELY, make this my last will and 
Testament in manner following: viz: 

To my wife all my property after my decease, during her 
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life, unless she gets married, but then in that case, she is to 
have 1/3 of all my property and the remainder to be 
amongst my children. 

Witnesseth my hand and seal, this third day of March, 
one thousand eight hundred and sixteen. 

Signed and sealed and acknowledged in the presence of 
Joel WEIGHT 

John SHAVE

Admitted to probate at March term of the Court of 
Common Pleas of Hamilton County, Ohio A.D. 1816

After the death of her husband, the widow Rosalia, 
named as Sarah, in his will, moved with her family to the 
land that she and George had purchased prior to his death, 
land in the undeveloped part of Hamilton county, along 
Taylor's creek. This good woman and her boys "carried on," 
on the farm and Sarah was a good and faithful neighbor to 
all. 

They built the U.B. Church, the first in the vicinity of 
Taylor's creek (Miami Township). They made the pews and, 
what served as the puplit, by hand. Rosalia attended 
services in that first log church and often spoke of her faith: 
"I found my Jesus in the old country and have found it 
here." 

This old church has been burned and storm swept, in the 
course of the years. The churchyard has many old graves, 
one of which is Rosalia's, who passed on to her reward in 
1849. The epitaph on her tombstone, in that old Mt. Zion 
cemetery, was written by her: 

"Hier liegt sie, meine Wander Hutte 

Sonnst habe ich ein himmlisch Haus 

Nun bin ich fort aus eurer Mitte 

Denn jetzt ist meine Wallfahrt 

Im Grabe kann ich nicht verderben

Note: I hesitate to put a family name for 
Wilhelmina FAGALY as she is recorded as an 
illegitimate daughter of Rosalia Eberhardia TILGER 
(wife of George Matthaus FAGALY , born more than 
a year before George and Rosalia married 
(MKJ) 

However, in the passenger list at the time of the family 
coming to America, Wilhelmina is listed as a "FAGALY" 
so whether this can be disputed, it is for others to decide. 

An interesting note, is that the reigning duke, at that 
time was "Friedrich Wilhelm Charles !!!" Notice the 
similarties ! . There is a good chance that she is the daughter 
of the Duke, and in fact, when I first contacted the 
RENNINGER CLAN, I heard that Rosalia was the eldest 
daughter of the Duke!! This makes for confusion, unless 
Rosalia took it upon herself to cover for Wilhelmina, in this 
way. 

There is no doubt that Rosalia and George were both 
connected with the castle, but most church records were lost 
to the bombings of 1945. 

So, for those who are descended from Wilhelmina, you 
are descended from a special lineage, though there is the 
chance that George is your heritage, also. At least George 
and Rosalia considered you as such in family matters here 
in America, hence we shall consider the descendants as 
such. The extract from the church books of the Collegiate 
Church at Stuttgart:

But, if "abandoned" was the intent, "aban- 
doned" by whom? The Book printer? Why? Was the 
book printer caring for the abandoned child of 
someone else? Who? Did the book printer literally 
abandon her himself? Why? We may never know! ! !

The marriage of Wilhelmina Friedericka to Caspar 
RINNINGER, took place on May 4, 1819 (Hamilton 
County Records Vol.1 p. 213) 

Caspar RINNINGER was born in Germany about 1781. 
Some of the records give his birthplace as Switzerland. Just 
when he arrived in this country has not been determined . 
His name first appears in the 1830 census records of 
Hamilton County, Ohio and his name is spelled 
"RYNEGER." He died January 22, 1869 at the age of 85 
years 6 months 20 days. And he is buried at the Zion 
Cemetery, as is Wilhelmina, whose death date is not given.

He married first, Mary FLINCHPAUGH, daughter of 
Christopher FLINCHPAUGH, the noted preacher of the 
area and his wife Elizabeth COLUMBIA. She was born 
February 1824. 

Christopher FLINCHPAUGH was born in 
Wurttemburg the same town that the FAGALYS 
came from. It was at the home of Rosalia FAGALY 
that he was converted and began preaching in 1824. 

The FAGALYS and the FLINCHPAUGHS were 
credited with helping to establish the Zion Church. 
An account can was found of Christopher FLINCH- 
PAUGH in Fords "History of Hamilton County, 
Ohio, 1881 (p. 320) in the Miami Township outline. 

Mary (FLINCHPAUGH) RININGER died April 4, 1848 
and is buried in the Zion Churchyard. She left three 
children:

Caspar RININGER and Catharina moved to Rockport, 
Spencer County, Indiana in 1864, when their eldest son was 
four years old. They bought some land at the edge of North 
Rockport in Spencer County and built their home, which is 
still standing. 

By 1 870 (census) Caspar and Catharine were living in 
the home and it was here that they both died. Caspar died 
April 12, 1877 and Catharine on December 11, 1911. Both 
are buried at the Sunset Hill Cemetery.

the youngest son of Caspar RININGER and Wilhelmina 
Fredericka FAGALY (2) was born between 183 1/1841. The 
exact date has not been determined. 

He married Susanna EVANS 
(BOWMAN/MANTEL) .October 20, 1872 at Rockport, 
Indiana (Marriage Records, Spencer County) 

Susanna EVANS married first, George BOWMAN, who 
died and second to George MANTLE, February 15, 1872, 
whom she divorced on September 1, 1872. 

John RININGER served in the Civil War, in Company 
D, 5 th Ohio Company, enlisting November 19, 1861 for 
three years service. He was mustered out, December 26, 
1864, at Savannah, at the expiration of his term of service. 

In the 1850 census, John RININGER was living with his 
paents in Miami Township. After his marriage to Susanna, 
he was found in the 1880 census of Rockport, Indiana. 

John died January 1, 1887, at Rockport and was buried 
in the Sunset Hill Cemetery. His wife, Susanna died on 
January 15, 1904 and was also buried at Sunset Hill. 

The Rockport Journal on Friday, January 22, 1904 
printed the following obituary:

He served in the Civil War (Folio # 46790), The 
chronological events in his enlistment were: 

September 22, 1 862 enlists in the Ohio Company Vol. 
assigned to Co. "D" Ohio 5th 

May 18, 1863 wounded and captured in Georgia 

April 9, 1864 paroled at Jacksonville, Florida 

June 24, 1865 mustered out at Camp Chase, Ohio 

While the chronological events of his life are given John 
was wounded and captured at Adairsville, Georgia and was 
soon mustered out by the order of the War Department. 

He was described as having a dark complexion, black 
hair and black eyes. In the 1870 census he was living in his 
fathers household. On December 28, 1879, he married, for 
the first time, Katie GRAHAM, the daughter of a Robert 
and Mary GRAHAM, both born in Ireland and living in 
Logan Township, Dearborn County, Indiana. Katie was born 
ca 1858. 

Jacob and Katie left Green Township, some time after 
the birth of their second child, for on December 17, 1885, 
he purchased land in Dearborn County, Indiana (Deed Book 
42, p. 492), possibly near the home of Katie's family. Katie 
RININGER died June 16, 1892 at Cleves, Ohio, however 
records show that he was still living in Dearborn county, 
Indiana. Just when he returned to Ohio, has not been 
determined, 

On January 15, 1898, Jacob applied to the Soldiers 
Home, in Erie county for admission. It is not stated, whether 
he was accepted, for on May 18, 1891, Jacob married again, 
to a Mrs. Rachel E. TOLPH and the daughter of John and 
Amelia RYBOLT. 

On September 25, 1900, he applied for admission to the 
Disabled Soldiers Home in Marion, Indiana.
